DIVINITY SCHOOL 


MAY 1945 
Gentlemen : 


HIs Is the second time I have been called on for a report of the 

School’s life, and I meet you today with more considerable under- 
standing of our mutual responsibilities than when we last met. I am 
glad you cannot fully know the temerity with which my spirit was 
palsied when I first faced you. The situation today—including your- 
selves—may tower only a little less formidably than a year ago; in the 
meantime, however, I have at least learned some of the paths over 
and around the mountain and something of you who are my fellow 
climbers, and I am beginning to feel at home on the range. 

Our life during the last twelve months has conformed to a schedule 
of government directives, within which we seem to have leveled off on 
to a fairly even program of activities. In spite of necessary accommo- 
dations here and there, there has been surprisingly little interruption 
of our normal life and some.of the things we feared a year ago, have. 
not come about. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 


It was with considerable misgivings that we embarked, at the close 
of the last semester in May, 1944, on an accelerated program involving 
a summer semester of eleven weeks. But with the splendid coopera- 
tion of faculty and student body, we accomplished more than we had 
thought possible with less confusion than we expected. Students were 
enrolled, members of the faculty taught regular courses, including pre- 
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scribed, elective and seminar classes, and such activities as are a part 
of the regular sessions were continued without much change. In 
August four men were graduated by the authorization granted at the 
May meeting of the Board, and after an interim of seven weeks we re- 
sumed our fall schedule on September 15. 


Facutty MEETINGS 


Prior to our opening in September, due to the fact that it was widely 
felt that adjustments in curriculum and teaching method must be made, 
and that we must jointly face up to the problems by which education 
in general and theological training in particular are confronted, the 
faculty met for most of two full days of unhurried counsel and plan- 
ning. Each member of the group was asked to state what he would 
do if the responsibility of determining our policies for the next five 
years were his; and the answers received were collated and made into 
agenda for two days’ discussion. The findings were prepared by Pro- 
fessor Baker and turned over to the Long Term Planning Committee 
which had been appointed by the Board of Trustees as a reflection 
of Faculty opinion. This was the beginning of faculty consultations 
that have continued through the year. They have more often than 
not been informal, and have provided for continued discussions of the 
matters basic to our responsibilities, and out of them have come, along 
with general impressions, certain rather solid and significant actions. 


THREE SEMESTERS 


It was decided, after the most thoughtful discussion, that the basic 
pattern of our school year should be changed from a two semester to 
a three semester or term year. We shall make this shift beginning 
ewith the Fall term, which starts September 4, 1945. The detailed 
changes that this wiil make in the type and frequency of courses and 
class-meeting periods and in teaching load do not need reporting here. 
The faculty however was persuaded that this adjustment would pro- 
vide more instruction and more subject matter without heavier instruc- 
tional burdens on the teaching staff. 


CLINICAL TRAINING 


After years of experiment in the training of special students in the 
arts of clinical counselling under Dr. Baker’s direction and in coopera- 
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tion with the Council for Clinical Training, it was decided by the 
faculty to make such training a part of the prescribed work of all 
students. A minimum number of hours of supervised clinical train- 
ing in penal and correctional institutions, and in general and mental 
hospitals is to be established as a requirement for graduation. This 
is only our formal beginning on a program that must be greatly ex- 
panded if it is to come to grips realistically with the enormously 
enlarged need for expert counselling created by the war. This sum- 
mer, ten of our students will be taking full time training in five dif- 
ferent institutions under the supervision of the Council for Clinical 
Training. We must plan definitely for including on our staff some- 
one who, in cooperation with the facilities that Rochester provides, will 
develop this new emphasis to its fullest usefulness. 


FACULTY 


The members of the faculty have been uniformly and alertly aware 
of the need for adjustment to the immediate future, and the coopera- 
tion and good humor with which they have labored together is deeply 
gratifying. Our two new members have made themselves completely 
at home with us and their participation has from the start been whole- 
hearted and helpful. Perhaps more than usual this year, our men have 
been afield, meeting with groups throughout the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and communicating the spirit of Colgate-Rochester to friends 
that are nigh unto us and those that are afar off! Professor Nixon, 
acting as interim pastor of the Third Presbyterian Church, has carried 
the double burden of community and class room leadership with char- 
acteristic verve. He has represented us at the notable Cleveland Con- 
ference on a Just and Durable Peace and at the Inter-seminary Con- 
ference in New York, besides speaking as the occasion demanded and 
time allowed at college appointments and elsewhere. Dr. Willkens, 
reorganizing the work of religious education from the point of view 
of the community need and opportunity, and spending many evenings 
each week in consultation with church groups that such a program 
involves, has among other projects organized a Boys’ Club for this 
neighborhood, and a coordination of group church activities that brings 
to the Divinity School church lay representatives from outlying rural 
areas for monthly adult education training. Professor Cross has taught 
a class of twenty-two students in the Hebrew language, a voluntary 
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discipline without academic credit. He has conducted courses totalling 
twenty-seven weeks in the interpretation of the Old Testament in three 
Rochester churches. Mr. Trost has ministered to a large church in 
Buffalo as interim pastor. Mr. Lehman has been our popular repre- 
sentative in two State Conventions and in uncounted visits to college 
(Middlebury, Keuka, and Geneseo), church, and convention (Green 
Lake, Wisconsin) programs where his music has made friends for us. 
His men’s chorus has been able to accept only a few off-campus en- 
gagements, but the OPA has cooperated when possible, and generously 
made gasoline available for the chorus to appear on the Keuka College 
Artists Series in April. The Chorus also conspicuously participated in 
the American Composers Festival Chorus, broadcast over NBC, under 
the direction of Dr. Howard Hanson. Dr. Branton who is increas- 
ingly in demand as an expositor of the New Testament in ministers’ 
conferences has also represented us at State gatherings besides caring 
for the preaching needs of the Congregational Church in Spencerport. 
Dr. Morrison is the trouble shooter for all the churches served by our 
students and preaches here and there on almost no notice. He was the 
interim minister for the First Baptist Church of Pittsburgh during 
the summer of 1944. Dr. Mueller has conducted classes in The Third 
Presbyterian Church and preached and lectured with little interruption 
on a variety of subjects to as widely varied areas and groups. Dean 
Wearing has perhaps worn the laurel more conspicuously than any of 
his colleagues. As the current president of Rochester’s famed Rotary 
Club, he has not only been about his local obligations, but has accepted 
the wider appearances in many places his office involves. All this over 
and above his ministry to churches here and there. Professor Julius 
Kraft has generously served a select class of students of philosophy 
and done so without compensation, and our two distinguished local par- 
sons, Nicely and Watkins, have continued their valuable clinical as- 
sistance to the department of Homiletics. These are examples of 
typical community service that call upon our men for many hours per 
week of extra-curricular effort. In the case of each member of the 
faculty a record—which is being carefully kept—could be recited to 
show that while we work on a hill that seems remote from the city, 
there is very widespread, generous, and time-consuming participation 
in the community life, on the part of every person on the staff. The 
instances cited above are not invidious; they are merely illustrative of 
what all are doing with equal effectiveness, in Rochester and beyond. 
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One hundred and twenty-six visits were made by members of the fac- 
ulty to the churches with which we are associated by student participa- 
tion; and Dr. Morrison states that ‘on many a Sunday, every student 
and every professor was preaching or teaching in some church.” 


STUDENT Bopy 


It is less simple than formerly to keep the records of classes now that 
acceleration means staggering. But since our last meeting of the Board 
thirty-one have enrolled as new students. One hundred seventeen 
represents a decline in total enrollment, but is less than we anticipated 
a year ago. What lies ahead of us in this respect is problematical 
and will be discussed under another heading. While the spirit of the 
men has been good, there is inescapably a diminution of student activity 
and perhaps a somewhat lowered morale. This latter is due to the 
general world situation, which is felt with keen sensitiveness. It is to 
be expected that the men should feel both the anguish of the war and 
their own exemption from it with peculiar poignancy. Another factor 
is the constant uncertainty and precarious fortunes of the Cooperative 
Boarding Club, due to greatly reduced participation. This is a problem 
to which much thought has been given. It will take more thought and 
something more substantial than ideas before it is solved; yet it de- 
serves to be said that in every situation where student help has been 
needed and sought, it has been promptly and generously forth-coming. 
There is, alas, a limit to what even unanimous support can do. 


LECTURES AND SPECIAL MEETINGS 


In the Fall a series of lectures, designed to stimulate thought about 
the changing world in which we live, was instituted. This brought to 
us distinguished speakers, each an expert in his field, and provided 
lively interest for many community visitors as well as for the students 
and faculty. Dr. George B. Cressey, just returned from a year in 
Asia under the State Department, opened the series. It was closed 
by Dr. William H. Chamberlin, lecturer at Harvard University. Others 
participating were Dr. Peter Drucker of Bennington College, Dr. Y. 
C. Yang, president in exile of Soochow University, China; Dr. Spencer 
Kennard of Japan and China, and Dr. Smiley Blanton, eminent psychi- 
atrist. 

The annual Convocation, April 3-5, brought several able scholars 
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to a very full week of discussions. The illness of the Ayer Lecturer 
necessitated quick improvisation for substitute lecturers, but it was 
possible to secure four men to discuss Religion and the Emerging 
World from four different perspectives. Dr. Helmut Kuhn of the 
University of North Carolina spoke.on The Classical Christian Tradi- 
tion and the Emerging World; Dr. Harold Bosley of the Mt. Vernon 
Place Methodist Church, Baltimore, on the Liberal Protestant Tradi- 
tion; Dr. W. F. Sollmann of Pendle Hill on Politics and Religion, and 
Dr. Francis McMahon of the University of Chicago on The Roman 
Catholic Tradition and the Emerging World. The Rauschenbusch Lec- 
tures were a discussion of the Mission of the Church in Asia in the 
light of history, strategy and outlook. Reverend Earle H. Ballou 
brought a wise and in some respects daring presentation of the task of 
the church in China, a discussion that will be the occasion, we predict, 
for serious study by both missionary candidates and executives when 
it is published. Dr. Harold Titus of Denison was the Alumni orator, 
and Dr. Theodore Adams of Richmond, Virginia, led the Devotional 
“Hours in the Chapel each day, and both men made conspicuous con- 
tributions to what was an eventful and gratifying week. The gen- 
erosity of the Beaven family in the gift of a portrait of the late Presi- 
dent Beaven was acknowledged on Monday evening of Convocation 
Week by a program of song and litany, appropriate to the presenta- 
tion and acceptance of the gift. Dr. Paul Beaven, Reverend Robert 
Haddow Beaven, and Professor Baker spoke of the meaning of the 
portrait in terms of specific interests of Dr. Beaven, and Mr. Arthur 
Gosnell accepted the gift in behalf of the Divinity School. 

At intervals during the year, various members of the Board of Trus- 
tees have come up for lunch and informal discussion in the Student 
Lounge. Messrs. Gosnell, McCurdy, Vaughn, Lansdale, Fitch, and 
Carson visited us thus with great profit to our understanding of their 
special interests. It is hoped that under some different arrangement 
this feature can be continued. The time selected did not always prove 
a happy one, due to weather, class periods and other gremlins that make 
ingenious use in these parts of their interruptive capacities. 


Fretp Work 


This phrase covers an increasing variety of action, both by faculty 
and students and will multiply rather than diminish in the future. Pro-

fessor Morrison supplies us with a statistical record which is quite 
incapable of reporting completely what he or his faculty associates or 
the students under his direction accomplish. To report Dr. Morri- 
son’s toil as the coordinator of student activities over a 7,500 square 
mile area, responsible for make-shift pulpit supplies and logistics when 
spark-plugs or tonsils are out of order, or when the rains descend and 
the blizzards come—this would represent both drama and romance. 
Herewith a statistical record that says a great deal in a tiresome way. 
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Professor Willkens, by a very happy arrangement is now working 
in the department of Field Supervision with Dr. Morrison, his particu- 
lar assignment being those men who serve_as assistants, teachers, and 
directors of religious education. This was a logical development of 
our Extra-Mural Department and has further strengthened our work 
in the practical field. Still another angle to this multifarious enter- 
prise is to be had in the record of the industry of two men and the 
results of it. One man went to a church that was fairly content with 
its program and record. By diligent and tactful effort he raised, with- 
in one year, the current expense budget 151% over the former record, 
the benevolence budget 193%, and baptized fifteen during the Lenten 
period. Another man who went to a struggling Baptist Church which 
was recompensing its preacher with a less than subsistence salary, has 
guided a federated project with the Presbyterian congregation in the 
town and with patience and skill united these two churches into a pro- 
gram that represents far more than double the capacity of each. The 
whole community has been enlivened by this demonstration of com- 
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mon sense and realism and the pastor has been rewarded by an invita- 
tion to become the permanent leader at a salary 600% greater than his 
humble beginning in the community provided. 

A part of this field work, though not under Dr. Morrison’s cheerful 
engineering are the visits of the president, among his other obligations 
afield during the year, to numerous educational institutions. Making 
use of his opportunities to present the claims of the Christian ministry 
in general and CRDS as a professional school in particular he has 
visited and spoken at Yale, Princeton, Pern State, University of Penn- 
sylvania, Cornell, Duke, University of North Carolina, University of 
Richmond, Wake Forest College, Hollins and Sweet Briar Colleges, 
Bucknell University, Colgate, Syracuse, and the University of Texas. 


Report of Librarian 


The complete and detailed report of the librarian has been presented 
and is filed for such scrutiny as is desirable. There are however cer- 
tain items of general interest to which reference may be made here: 

Concerning acquisition Mr. Trost says: 


Significant purchases: Volumes one and two of The Atlantic Month- 
ly covering the ante-bellum years, 1858 and 1859; the fourth and final 
volume of A Dictionary of American English on Historical Principles 
was also added. This project was begun in 1938 at the University 
of Chicago and includes and illustrates by dated quotations “every word 
which has been current in the spoken or written language from the time 
when the first English-speaking colonists settled on American shores.” 
One hundred and fifty books from the collection of Dr. Henry B. 
Robins, many of them in the field of the history and philosophy of 
religion were purchased for the library. 


Outstanding gifts received by the library include The English Bible 
in the John Rylands Library, 1525 to 1640 (Manchester, England). 
This work, printed for private circulation, in 1899, was presented to 
the late Professor T. Harwood Pattison, by the late Mrs. Rylands in 
1900. Another significant gift was Pope Gregory (1) The Great’s 
Cura pastoralis (Book of Pastoral Rule). This edition was printed 
at Monaco in 1622. These two books were presented by the late Sid- 
ney F. Pattison of Tucson, Arizona. 


An unusual Polygot Bible (London, Bagster, 1831) containing the 
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Hebrew, Greek, Latin, English, German, Italian, French, and Spanish 
texts was received through the kindness of Dr. Eugene C. Carder of 
New York City, a member of the Board of Trustees. 


Through the generosity of Dr. John H. Strong, of Larchmont, New 
York, the library received many speeches and remarks and lectures 
delivered on several occasions by the late Dr. Augustus Hopkins Strong, 
former president of the Seminary. Of unusual interest is his gift 
of his father’s annotated copy of Systematic Theology, a work which 
brought fame and acclaim to both author and seminary. 


A collection of manuscript sermons written by the Reverend Merrill 
Forbes who entered Madison University in 1842, was presented to the 
library by Mrs. Stanley Upton Mock in honor of and in memory of 
the late Reverend Merrill Forbes and his sons the late Dr. George 
Mather Forbes, a former professor in the University of Rochester, and 
the late Dr. John Franklin Forbes, one-time president of Stetson Uni- 
versity. 

Mrs. George L. English presented the library with a marble bust of 
Michael Angelo’s “David” in memory of Mrs. English’s husband, the 
late George L. English. 


The total service rendered in terms of books used is indicated thus: 


The total number of books circulated for the present year amounted 
to 15,567 as compared with 16,159 for the previous year. This decrease 
is not as great as might have been expected, since our student body is 
down about one-third, and seniors were graduated in both August, 1944 
and January, 1945. The total number of overnight books charged 
amounted to 5,137, or an increase of 716 over the previous year. Eve- 
ning attendance continues to decline; 5,340 in 1942-1943; 3,543 dur- 
ing 1943-1944; and 2,990 during 1944-1945. 

We have been handicapped in the matter of adequate staffing but 
are doing the best we can under the circumstances. Of particular in- 
terest is the record of Miss Ethel F. Sayre, cataloguer, who has served 
the library since 1907, who is retiring as of June 1, 1945. During the 
past year she has been able to render only part-time assistance. The In- 
stitution owes Miss Sayre a deep debt of gratitude for the fine work 
she has rendered during these many years of her service as a member 
of the staff. 

Every library accumulates a collection of duplicates through the pres- 
entation of gifts. It is planned to offer these duplicates, numbering 
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several thousand, to the Baptist colleges and seminaries in Britain, 
many of which have suffered great war damage to their library col- 
lections. It is hoped to enlist the cooperation of the librarians of our 
Baptist seminaries and colleges in this project. 


SERVICE ROLL 


During the year six men have volunteered for appointment as chap- 
lains in the armed services and to date four have been processed. This 
brings to 125 the number of CRDS alumni in the Chaplaincy. Several 
of these have visited the campus during their leave periods from for- 
eign and home service and have spoken in chapel or visited with the 
men informally as their time and schedules have permitted. They are 
making the sort of record that is expected of CRDS men everywhere. 
To each of these men, besides the regular communications that reach 
our alumni from time to time, a copy of “The Predicament of Modern 
Man” has been sent accompanied by a personal letter. This book has 
been widely celebrated as the most distinguished discussion of the cur- 
rent scene from the standpoint of the moral aspect of the world con- 
ditions that have culminated in the war. It has been felt that such 
a discussion will be welcomed by the men in service and they have 
been encouraged to pass it around, particularly among service men 
whose interests were in the Christian ministry before induction and who 
might be stimulated to rethink their obligations to the point of provid- 
ing us a point of contact which can be followed up as we may, when 
we can. 

Mr. Fred Piotrow has made use of his first sixteen months to prove 
himself an affable and efficient colleague in the business and finance 
departments. On his initiative extended correspondence with schools 
all over the country has secured the statement of many endowment 
funds available for impecunious students who plan to enter the minis- 
try. It is our expectation that we will be able to direct worthy students 
to the schools providing such aid in the hope that when their under- 
graduate work is complete, they will look with favor upon CRDS as 
the place for their advanced study. Mr. Piotrow’s financial statement 
is in your hands in a separate folder.

The prospect for new students for 1945 is, from one point of view 
discouraging. Indications from our Committee on Admissions point 
to a minimum of twenty-five who will come to us at the various matric- 
ulation dates during the year. This is six less than were enrolled as 
new candidates in 1944, a reduction of only 19%. There may be more 
registrants of course, and we may even equal or possibly surpass last 
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year’s total. The minimum figure, however, when set over against 
the all-over picture of civilian student registrations, is high. The New 
York Times reports that a survey of the major undergraduate insti- 
tutions reveals the civilian enrollment in 1945 to be approximately 
90% below normal. This is a startling drop and reduces civilian stu- 
dents almost to the vanishing point. Another study, surveying voca- 
tional choices in New York State shows the highest level in 1944 was 
reached by premedical students. Divinity students were among the 
lowest three, a decline of 44% in men planning in 1944 to enter the 
ministry. Against these figures of 90% general student loss and 44% 
of particular divinity student loss, our current loss of 19% in our new 
class stands in a comparatively favorable light. Computed as of May 
first, we expect an enrollment of 90. This includes the two Fellows, 
who have been awarded Scholarship aid: Maynard Adams, $600.00 to 
continue his study at Harvard; Robert Clingan, $400.00 who is at 
Cornell; and two new Graduate Scholars selected from the current 
graduating class, George Johnson, $400.00 and Lester Start, $400.00. 
This must not make us satisfied with our status. In more than one 
way, a decline of student enrollment below a minimum_level becomes 
hazardous to the success and solvency of the institution. This raises, 
in an acute form, the problem of recruiting. A Princeton dean has 
predicted that normal pre-war enrollments will not return until 1950. 
If we are to participate in this delayed recovery to the pre-war level 
of civilian college men, we may have to turn to other sources where 
recruits are to be had. It is not in the mind of any of us to lower our 
standards in order to fill our dormitories and class rooms. Therefore 
we must consider ways in which the men in the armed services whose 
plans to study for the ministry have been deferred, can be enlisted. 
Plans looking in this direction are being made, and while it cannot be 
predicted what, if any, success is to be had, it is nevertheless some- 
thing that is having our best thought and excites modest hopes. 
Should we find it inescapable that we must carry on with a conspicu- 
ously diminished student body, we shall try to turn such a circumstance 
to maximum advantage. There is much serious concern in theological 
as indeed in all educational, circles about teaching method. As indi- 
cation of this it is interesting to report that the Class of 1945 has 
started a fund for the after-the-war purchase of an improved Voice 
Recorder or Voice Mirror which will be of great assistance to both 
the Homiletics and Voice departments in correcting speaking errors 
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and in proving the technique of proper diction. The lecture method, 
long under the indictment of the progressive innovators finds diminish- 
_ing support even among conservative educators. While there are cer- 
tain basic disciplines that cannot easily be adapted to the more creative 
and clinical methods of instruction, there are modifications that can 
rescue the lecture from its obvious short-comings. We learn not by 
hearing things said, but by dealing with problem situations. True edu- 
cation, therefore, comes up from life; it is not handed down from the 
Academe! 

The experiments that theological training must undertake may be 
better performed with smaller classes. Thus it is possible that re- 
duced enrollments, if kept above the Plimsoll line of safety, can pro- 
vide the occasion for experiment that a capacity roster would prevent. 
This again is no proposal that we be content with retrenchment, but 
that we make the best of any bargain, good or bad.

Glenn Blackmer Ewell takes formal leave of us this year. Thirty- 
seven years he has been a part of the regulative and propulsive power 
of this moving cavalcade. As secretary to the dean, librarian, dean 
of administration and professor he has exercised with loving diligence 
his official duties. Over and above that he has been the counsellor, 
confessor, friend and monitor of countless students who will remember 
him always for his humility, his wisdom, his generosity, his patience, 
and his exhaustless humor. We have no thanks adequate to express 
our gratitude and no wishes ample to provide him a proper viaticum. 
But he is wise to know our limitations and kind enough to forebear 
censure. Our greetings and love to our noble comrade. 

Dr. Oren H. Baker whom you have appointed to succeed Dr. Ewell 
as Dean of Administration comes to his new duties with full credentials 
and tested competence. His experience and success as pastor, as 
scholar, and as teacher are known to you all. His special study, dur- 
ing a sabbatical leave, of the problems of curriculum in the most im- 
portant seminaries of the country, gives him expert technical knowledge 
of the mechanics of his office; and his association for years with the 
leadership of American theological education and clinical training, en- 
able him to bring prestige and understanding to the new developments 
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that the coming years are going to make necessary if the training of 
Christian leadership is to be realistic and creative. 


Loox1nc AHEAD 


There are four areas in which we must plan soon for advance. Their 
relative importance may be variously estimated but each makes its own 
definite claim on us. Some directed control of physical education is 
needed. This as a health matter is important; as a factor in maintain- 
ing wholesome morale it is hardly less so. The problem of the Rural 
Church grows pressing. Population trends, the decentralization of 
cities, and the urbanization of rural life point to the unprecedented 
opportunity that rural parishes provide. To man the country churches 
with men of adequate training will formulate to some degree our 
answer to the question: What of the Northern Baptist Convention ? 
The third matter is Public Relations. This has been before you 
since the Marts and Lundy survey was made. There is much to be 
done in the cultivation and enlargement of our constituent friends. 
One of the best ways to do this is by the use of something that is 
important in its own right. The publication of the Quarterly Bulletin 
should be resumed as soon as possible and we suggest October 1946 as 
the latest date for its return. For contact with and contributions to 
Christian Scholarship it will provide an invaluable medium. Particu- 
larly in the crucial years ahead when we shall be doing much creative 
research and writing such a publication will not only be necessary, it 
will greatly add to our repute and the enrichment of others. 

It is pertinent to add that the sense of crisis in the world’s life can- 
not be excluded from the life of study. Critical situations demand 
critical strategy just as critical questions insist on critical answers. In 
all sorts of people and places the deep yearning for moral and spiritual 
guidance is manifest, but it is not from the organized institutions of 
religion that its answers are being sought. Some say this is because 
the Christian movement has been dishonest; it has seen and said cer- 
tain things were good and true and, at the same time has participated 
in a social order that it knows is corrupt. If this is so, revolutionary 
attitudes must be cultivated within the Christian fellowship, attitudes 
that combine exact wisdom with sturdy courage. The reprieve that 
military victory has purchased at incalculable cost must not be used 
to restore the same hypocrisies again. If we are to have a new world 
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society instead of a patched-up wreck of the old, certain basic factors 
in the texture of social and individual life must be radically changed. 
We believe they can only be safely displaced by those who think and 
live and advance under the judgment of the Eternal. To temporize, 
to equivocate or to skimp will be the great and final apostasy. We 
have deferred, wisely we think, the appointment of a professor for the 
held of Social Ethics, though our need for such help is pressing. It 
is in this field that many of the critical questions and answers of the 
next generation are to be propounded and provided. We must pre- 
pare ourselves for the daring and devotion that the days are sure to 
exact of those who regard a Divinity School as a laboratory instead 
of a monastery, as a field of inquiry and not a psychopathic ward or 
sheltered home for the “worriers of God.” 

This will exact tribute from all who are associated in this enterprise, 
and yet this is no new demand to those who have nurtured the life of 
this School. We are talking in terms of long term planning, but we 
shall not present plans that are the product of casual or immature re- 
flection. We shall find out exactly what our course is to be in a world 
that has measurably lost its way. The names and the example of our 
forebears will be the lights we shall cherish, but the greater Light is 
His who always leads on amid th’ encircling gloom. “All the darkness 
of the world,” it has been said, “cannot put out the tiniest light.” How- 
ever large or small our light may be, it can be snuffed out by none but 
ourselves. Therefore to its brighter shining we pledge ourselves anew, 
by the grace and power of Him who is the Master Light of all our 
seeing.
